For the benefit of the editor let me say 
that Mr. Shankland. the street com- 
misaioner, is a gentleman and I 
have 
not a word to say against him as a citi- 
zen but to be plain I do not approve of 
his management of street work, a class 
of labor which I have for many 
years 
been familiar with. 
Where cellars are 
being excavated let me ask, who would 
haul the dirt away if the city refused 
to do it? 
Of course the owners would 
and they would be compelled to deposit 
it wherever the street 
commissionei* 
directed or else'draw it outiside of the 
city 
limits and 
dump it into some 
mai'sh. 
I cannot call it good judgmtsnt 
to put sand upon clay roads and while 
Mr. Shankland may not be directly re- 
sponsible the committee with him cer- 
taiiily are.

iOveryone knows that this is

and if I am to secure that result so 
much sought 1 must have a street com- 
missioner such as I select. 


I have never known of a similar case 
whore a man who had held 
the ottice 
under three 
consecutive administra' 
tions should even think of retaining the 
same the fourth yenr. 
It would be dif- 
ferent if he had only served one or two 
terms but I consider the attempt to hold 
such the fourth year as too much, when 
other worthy and equally as good men 
can be found to accept such 
position.

IS DEWEY SAFE? 


The following startling announce­ 
ment was made by the Washington cor­ 
respondent of the Chicago Record in 
this morning’s issue: 


There is considerable anxiety here 
tonight, caused by the failure to hear 
from Admiral Dewey. The reports 
which were widely circulated this 
morning that the McCulloch had ar> 
rived at Hong Kong gave a foundation 
for the belief that the anxiety which 
has existed since the Manila cable was 
cut would soon be relieved. Now that 
the day has passed without a word 
from Admiral Dewey the apprehension 
has become acute. All sorts of predic­ 
tions are current, from the total de­ 
struction of his fleet to his capture. 
The opinion most widely expressed is 
that Admiral Dewey entered Manila 
bay, annihilated the Spanish fleet,bom­ 
barded the town, but could not capture 
the forts guarding the harbor. 


Every American hopes tlie above 
speoulation is without any foundation, 
but the long delay in hearing from the 
hero of Manila makes the theory ad­ 
vanced look reasonable. 


Commodore Dewey sailed into Ma* 
nila harbor under cover of darkness. 
The men in charge of the forts and the 
mines never saw his ships enter. If 
his fleet is in such condition that it 
cannot batter down the fortifications 
and take Manila he will not be allowed 
to steam out of the mine-planted har­ 
bor and his position in that case would 
be very serious. 


Th e mayor has a little the advan­ 
tage of the council. In cheir ditTcr- 
ence the mayor has the advice and 
assistance of the city attorney, while 
the council must go without advice or 
p«y for it. There ought to be enough 
legal patriotism in the local republican 
ranks to overcome this handicap. 


Th e r e is not now a town of two in­ 
habitants in the United- States but that 
has among its residents at least two 
relatives of Commodore Dewey.

The disappearing carriages are built 
in acoordance with any one of a uamber 
of meohanical priuciplos, but, whatever 
system bo employed, tht practical oper­ 
ation is the same. In frcut of the gnu 
is an immense shield of sand and con­ 
crete presenting no projection or angles 
which would reveal its location. Behind 
this the gnu lies hidden. 
It is loaded, 
given the proper elevation ^nd direction, 
rises, discharges its projectile and the 
reooil returns it to its hidden position. 


To test the value of such mountings, 
the £nglish condoeted eiperiments i t 
Portland in 1885. A pit was dug in t'§!* 
natural slope of a bill, and in tnis i ' . 
a wooden model of a large gnu was 
monnted upon a disappearing carriage. 
It was arranged to appear for half u 
minute atintervals of three minutes, 
emit a puff of smoke and disappear. 
The Hercules at 800 yards fired in Um 
miuutes 0,910 rounds from the maohinu 
icuns and 39 rounds from its six pound- 
lers. The gnu stuck at the seventh min- 
’Ote and could not be hauled do\vn. In 
■ pite of this it was struck only lU times 
and had it been steel the effect would 
have been simply to scrutcb the puiut. 
Besides this, twenty-eight 10-inch shells 
were fired at it from a distauco of 2,uOU 
yards, and no hits were inaUo, the sbull 
■ triking from 300 yards short to UOO 
yards over and from 120 yards loft to 
180 yards right. This was under cir- 
cnmstances unfavorable to the guu, 
since it did not return the fire. A fixed 
gun subjected to a similar tost \vi\h 
fitrack over 300 times.—Collier’s Week­ 
ly.
